Water  Supply . 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  continues  to  be  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity.  There  were  no  shortages  during  1967. 

Two  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were 
sterile . 

Only  one  occupied  house  in  the  district  is  still 
dependent  on  a  private  well  for  its  water  supply.  This  water 
was  also  tested  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  major  extensions  of  public  water  supplies.

No  extensions  to  sewers  carried  out  other  than  normal  minor 
extensions  to  meet  housing  development  needs. 


Construction  of  an  additional  humus  tank  at  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  was  completed  in  19&7. 


Publi c  ^Cleansing . 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  direct  labour  and 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  This  service  is  administered 
by  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor. 

The  Health  Department  operates  the  trade  refuse  collection 
scheme.  A  yearly  charge  of  £2„5r0.  is  made  for  the  weekly  collection 
of  one  dustbin,  or  its  equivalent,  of  trade  refuse.  261  bins  per 
week  are  collected  from  152  trade  premises. 

Dustbins  for  the  storage  of  house  refuse  are  supplied  by  the 
Department  at  an  annual  hire  charge  of  6/-  per  bin.  At  the  end  of  19^7, 
2 ,669  Council  dustbins  were  in  use  at  2,498  properties  other  than 
C  ounc il - owne  d  premises.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act ,  1 949,  . 

The  Rodent  Officer,  as  other  duties  permitted,  has  proceeded 
with  the  routine  inspection  of  the  District.  2,247  Visits  and  Inspections 
have  been  made  during  the  year,  in  routine  survey  of  the  District  &  treatment 
at  premises.  Infestations  by  rodents  are  treated  free  at  dwelling  houses; 
business  &  agricultural  premises  are  charged  for  the  service.  Council 
properties  are  inspected  regularly  &  treated  as  required. 


Swimming  JBaths . 

Regular  tests  of  the  Public  Swimming  Baths  water  were  carried 
out.  91  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  and  plant.  6  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken;  5  were  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory.  Resulting 
from  this  latter,  attention  was  paid  to  minor  defects  of  the  treatment 
plant.  A  new  circulating  pump  was  installed. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act x  I960. 

There  are  4  licences  operative  in  respect  of  single  caravan 
sites,  and  1  licence  for  a  site  for  40  residential  caravans.  No  new 
licences  were  issued  this  year. 


Living  vans  were  removed  from  unlicensed  sites  on  5  occasions. 


Noise  Abate me_nt  _Ac t  x  1 9 60 . 

Nuisance  from  industrial  plant,  laundrette  equipment  and 
standing  lorries  were  dealt  with  informally  and  abated.  Complaints  of 
a  further  industrial  noise  nuisance  were  under  investigation  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

Prosecutions  were  taken  against  a  multiple  grocery  Company  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  food  containing  beetles.  For  the  offence  under  Section  2 
of  the  Act  the  Company  was  fined  £10  plus  £5.5.0.  costs.  A  further  fine 
of  £60  was  imposed  in  respect  of  the  premises  (Section  23  of  the  Regulations). 

A  butcher  who  sold  from  his  stall  a  pasty  containing  a  cigarette  end 
was  prosecuted  under  Section  2  and  fined  £15  plus  £7.5.0.  costs. 


Food  Hygienef  Markets  ,  Stalls  &  Delivery  Vehicles)  Ro_gulations  ,  1 966 . 

These  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1967.  All  the 
stalls  within  the  district  and  a  number  of  delivery  vehicles  were  inspected 
and  advice  given.  No  exemption  certificates  were  issued.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  2 4  stallholders  and  6  vehicles  complied  with  the  Regulations. 

Ice  Cream. 

Four  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  bringing  the 
total  number  of  registered  premises  in  the  district  up  to  sixty-six.
